Compounding the pro¬ 
blem for cattle feeders in 
this, the largest cattle pro¬ 
vince in Canada, is govern¬ 
ment intervention. Exam¬ 
ple: The Calgary Hear Id re¬ 
cently reported that Alber¬ 
ta Agriculture Minister 
Dallis Schmidt dealt many 
Alberta feeders a “death 
blow” when he decided to 
refuse the cattlemen's re¬ 
quest to save them from 
bankruptcy. 

The article went on 
to soy, "Alberta feed- 
lot operators have ask¬ 
ed Schmidt for subsidy 
payments for all fat 
cattle sold in 1980 be¬ 
cause of two disas¬ 
trous years of high in¬ 
terest rates and feed 
prices which have driv¬ 
en many to the edge of 
bankrupey; secondly, 
feedlot operators lu 
other provinces can 
tap various subsidy 
programs amounting 
: to as much as $40 a 
head." 

Moreover, because of 
these provincial govern- 
; ment subsidies, buyers of 
feeder cattle this fall will be 
. able to outbid the Alberta 
feeders for replacement cat¬ 
tle. wo were told.

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FDA says give sodium 
labeling effort a chance 


Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration Commissioner 
Arthur Hayes told Con¬ 
gress recently, it should 
give voluntary sodium 
labeling efforts a chance to 
succeed before enacting 
legislation to make Buch 
labeling mandatory. 

Hayes told the House 
Energy and Commerce 
Healths and Environment; 
Subcommittee that FDA 
would be able to gauge 
within a year whether its 
efforts to promote volun¬ 
tary Bodium labeling of 
food products had succeed¬ 
ed. Hayes said if the volun¬ 
tary labeling program fail¬ 
ed, FDA will consider the 
need for legislation to man¬ 
date 9odium labeling. 

However, Hayes called 
mandatory sodium and 
potassium labeling legisla¬ 
tion now pending before 
the Congress too narrow. 


The pending legislation 
would require propesBed 
foods—except meat and 
poutry products—contain¬ 
ing more than 36 
milligrams of sodium or 
potassium per serving to 
disclose the amount on 
their labels. However, 
USDA, the agency with 
jurisdiction over meat and 
porjl,try-> labeling — re? 
quirements, hop urged the 
moat and poultry in¬ 
dustries to undertake 
voluntary sodium labeling 
and encouraged those in¬ 
dustries to look for ways to 
reduce the sodium content 
of their products. 

High sodium intake haB 
been indentified as a con¬ 
tributing factor to 
hypertension, a form of 
high blood pressure afflic¬ 
ting an estimated 60 
million Americans. Major

U.S. refusal to guarantee supply 
hurts USSR grain pact chance 


USDA budget cut 12% 
on support programs 


USDA will bo asked to 
trim 12% from its FY 1982 
budget in discretionary or 
controllable programs. 
Steve Dewhurat, USDA 
budget officer, told CNS. 

The cuts will bB made on 
all programs ’ other than 
food stamps, child nutri¬ 
tion, elderly feeding, food 
donations and price sup¬ 
port programs covered in 
the 1981 farm bill. 
Dewhurst said. Therefore, 
the cuts will be made in

mostly administration 
areas, indicating there will 
be staff reductions and of¬ 
fice dosings. ■ 

Although some ofuces 
have already been cut 
significantly, such as the 
Federal Grain Inspection 
Service, several more per¬ 
sons will lose their jobs, 
sources said. One USDA 
source said the 12% cut 
would mean about 20 to 28 
more jobs if FGIS would be 
terminated. 


Without a cast-iron sup¬ 
ply guarantee that the U.S. 
appears both unwilling and 
unable to offer, there is lit¬ 
tle incentive for the Soviet 
Union to enter into a new 
long-term agreement on 
grain trade with the U.S. 
government and grain in¬ 
dustry analysts said 
recently. 

The supply guarantee is 
about the only strong card 
left in U.S. hands now that 
agriculture department of¬ 
ficials have made it abun¬ 
dantly clear that as far as 
they are concerned, the 
USSR can buy as much 
U.S. grain as it can ship, 
the analysts said, reports 
CNS. 

Soviet officials are well 
aware that even without ah 
agreement, future grain 
sales would not be curtail¬ 
ed barring a major political 
confrontation between the 
two superpowers. 


As a result, Soviet 
-negotiators are likely to 
push hard to secure a 
guarantee that die U.S. will 
not embargo grain sales 
'under any new poet when 
talks on a new agreement 
resume some time later this 
year. 

The U.S. State Depart¬ 
ment has sent out clear 
signals that no such pro¬ 
mise will be forthcoming 
because such a promise 
would severely limit U.S. 
retaliatory options if the 
Soviet Union intervened in 
Poland. 

But even if the U.S. were 
to glvp such a commitment 
during negotiations, 
chances aro that shipments 
still could not be assured if 
a political crisis arose, 
trade analysts said. 

Members of the Interna¬ 
tional Longshoremen’s 
Assn.' would almost Cer¬ 
tainly refuse to load grain 


destined for the USSR if 
Soviet authorities took any 
direct action to curb Lhe 
reforms of the Polish 
political system won by the 
Independent Union, 
Solidarity, they said. 

In view of three con¬ 
secutive poor harvests in 
the USSR, Soviet 
authorities certainly would 
not welcome any agree¬ 
ment that could limit their 
ability to maximize grain 
imports. 

For example, fcho require¬ 
ment under the current 
agreement to hold con¬ 
sultations when purchases 
reach a predetermined level

Kearl says may be chance 
to change marketing system 


Studies conducted in 
Wyoming and surrounding 
states indicate that ran¬ 
chers retaining calves for 
sale as yearlings generally 
receive more profits than 
ranchers selling weaned 
calves, according to Gor¬ 
don Kearl, University of 
• Wyoming professor of 
agricultural economics. 

He points out that many 
ranchers find it necessary 
to sell calves in order to 
keep some cash flow com¬ 
ing into their operations. 
However, Kearl feels there 
may be some opportunity 
for cattlemen to change to 
a yearling marketing 
system, particularly ran¬ 
chers who have an ade¬ 
quate feed supply or are 
understocked. 

“Ranchers who have a 
limited supply of feed 
available may improve 
their situation by reducing 


the cow herd slightly and 
feeding hay and concen¬ 
trates to calves through 
the winter months," Kearl 
said. 

He added that in years of 
high cattle prices, such as 
during 1973, 1978 and 
1979, ranchers who were 
marketing calves may have 
been bettor off than those 
marketing yearlings. 
However, ranchers who 
converted from selling 
yearlings to selling calves 
were severely penalized 
when prices were low from 
1974 through 1977. 
"Ranchers Belling yearl¬ 
ings did better financially 
in 1980 and will likely do 
bettor this year than those 
selling calves," he said. 
"Ranchers who converted 
horn a yearling Bystem to a 
calf system based on high 
prices of 1978 end 1979 
may very well regret it," 


U.S. lamb import 
investigation ends 

The Commerce Depart¬ 
ment announced recently 
that it will end its counter¬ 
vailing duty investigation 
on U.S. imports of lamb 
from New Zealand if the 
U.S. International Trade 
Commission rules these im¬ 
ports do not injure the 
domestic lamb industry. 

USITC will have 46 days 
to make a ruling in the 
case. 

Commerce’s internation¬ 
al trade administration 
earlier this year initiated a 
countervailing duty in¬ 
vestigation based on 
charges by two U.S. lamb 
producer groups that New 
Zealand unfairly subsidizes 
its lamb exports. 

At that time, the U.S. 
government was . not re¬ 
quired to determine 
whether U.S. imports of 
allegedly subsidized New 
Zealand lamb injured the 
U.S. lamb industry because 
New Zealand was not a 
signitory to the subsidies 
code of tho general agree¬ 
ment on tariffs and trade. 

However, New Zealand 
recently signed that code, 
making the investigation 
subject to the so-called "in¬ 
jury tests." 

As a signer of the code, 
New Zealand will be pro¬ 
hibited from renewing its 
seven export incentive pro¬ 
grams; one of which in¬ 
volves lamb, when they ex¬ 
pire. 

Commerce said if USITC 
rules that U.S. imports of 
New Zealand lamb damage 
the domestic lamb in¬ 
dustry, commerce will an¬ 
nounce its preliminary deci¬ 
sion in the lamb duty case 
by Dec. 11.

Considerations import¬ 
ant to i.ho club cnlf pro¬ 
ducer include most of those 
which the purchaser must 
also heed, says Dr. Stephen 
Ham mack. 

Hammack, of Stephea- 
villc, an area beef cattle 
specialist with the Texas 
Agricultural Extension 
Service, Texas AAM Uni¬ 
versity System, says llieso 
include age, breed, color 
type or body conformation, 
and price. 

Regarding age, Ham- 
muck emphasizes that in 
order to show a culf at a 
major livestock show, tho 
calf must have its tem¬ 
porary teeth. The first pair 
of temporary teeth are 
generally shed at around 19 
to 21 months of age but 
this may vary consid¬ 
erably. 

“The oldest steers may 
not always be the best 
steers, but some degree of 
maturity generally allows 
maximum expression of 
skeletal sizo, muscling and 
some degree of fattening,” 
Ham mack says. 

So, because most of the 
major livestock shows in 
Texas are held from Jan¬ 
uary to March, steers born 
in late spring to mid¬ 
summer are often the most 


competitive, he continues. 

II is well-known that 
calves born at this time 
usually weigh less (thus 
returning fewer dollars 
when sold commercially) at 
weaning. 

H nmmnck notes that 
anyone contemplating 
changing their brooding 
program to a spring-sum- 
met calving period should 
carefully consider this 
disadvantage beforehand. 

Breed is another impor¬ 
tant factor. Some shows 
hove as many as 14 dif¬ 
ferent breed and breed- 
cross classes. 

"An important point 
here is that, at moat shows, 
determination of breed is 
based on visual evidence of 
breed characteristics, a 
subjective evaluation," he 
says. 

Genetic background is 
also important for another 
reason In small county 
shows, where separate 
breed classes may not ex¬ 
ist, or in competing for 
overall grand champion al 
larger shows. 

In these cases, where ail 
breeds compete against 
each other, steers with 3/8 
to 3/4 of one of the large, 
heavier muscled, “exotic” 
breeds are usually most 
competitive. 

Hair color can be an im¬ 
portant factor in showring 
placing. Solid black is prob¬ 
ably the most frequently 
seen color on a grand cham¬ 
pion. 

Other popular colors are 


solid red, or red with a 
small amount of white 
markings. Other colors can 
bo competitive but are just 
not as common us those 
mentioned. 

Typo or body conforma¬ 
tion is important because 
most judges look for a 
balance of skeletal size, 
muscling, finish and n 
general blending of body 
parts, Hammack saya. 

In a tough show where 
several steers may be ex¬ 
tremely dose in these basic 
factors, such fino points ns 
head and neck carringe, 
amount of brisket and 
sheath, extreme straight¬ 
ness of legs, and overall 
"stylo" and showiness are 
important, he adds. 

Hammack says the eas¬ 
iest way to get started in 
club calf production is 
through the use of artificial 
insemination. “Good calves 
are possible through nat¬ 
ural science, but it can be a 
problem to find a buy the 
right sires," he continues. 

The production of club 
calves might be a pro¬ 
fitable sideline or even a 
principle enterprise, Horn- 
mack says, but it does have 
special requirements and 
attention to detail is 
neceBsaiy. Many who at¬ 
tempt to enter this market 
are disappointed because 
they fail to realize the prob¬ 
lems as well as the oppor¬ 
tunities. 

A reputation must also 
be established before mean¬ 
ingful price bonuses are 
realized, he adds.

U.S. harms USSR’s 
chance for grain pact

could hamper Lhe USSR's 
ability to match purchases 
to its shipping schedule. 

But there may be some 
less obvious advantage to 
Lhe USSR in agreeing to 
conclude a now accord, 
some observers said. 

Soviet authorities want 
to resume normal 
agricultural consulting 
relationships with tho U.S. 
and the USSR needs U.S. 
technical assistance to im¬ 
prove its agricultural out¬ 
put, agricultural analysts 
said. The U.S. is willing to 
provide these services 
again, nt a price, because it 
does not fear the services 
will blunt long-term U.S. 
grain export potential. 


Aware that the U.S. bad¬ 
ly needs a new agreement 
to help bolster flagging 
farm prices and minimize 
farm price support expen¬ 
ditures, the Soviet Union 
may agree to u new accord 
simply for political expe¬ 
diency. By cooperating on 
a new grain pact, the USSR 
could hope to improve relo¬ 
tions with the Reagan ad¬ 
ministration and secure 
concessions on other 
issues, such as arms limita¬ 
tion. 

There is also the possible 
advantage of being able to 
plan ahead, though any 
agreement that can be ter¬ 
minated at will is of limited 
planning value, the 
analysis pointed out.

either of the two investigations. 

Nixon said he waB unable to comment on whether there 
was any evidence that U.S. moat importers might have 
been in complicity with the Australian scandal. However, 
he noted that representatives of the National Cattlemen'3 
Assn, had raised that question during his discussions 
with NCA. He said the scope of the royal commission's in¬ 
vestigation would not go beyond Australia. 

USDA’s office of the inspector general is conducting itB 
own Investigation of the scandal. Thus far the office has 
not released any of the results or that investigation 
publicly. 

"We have had historically a good record (on meat ex- 
porte)...but it happens a few bad apples in the barrel have 
turned up," Nixon said. 

Nixon indicated he thought USDA did not overroacl to 
the meat scandal by impounding all Australian meat then 
in the U.S. until it could be subjected’ to species tests.

Later this year, FDA will 
propose requiring sodium 
content information to be 
included on all food pro¬ 
ducts bearing nutrition 
labeling, according to 
Hayes. Hayes estimated 
this regulation would pro¬ 
vide sodium information on 
the *10% of all processed 
foods that now carry nutri¬ 
tion labels. Nutrition label¬ 
ing is not mandatory, hut 
manufacturers using such 
labeling are subject to 
specific government 
regulations.
